Pamphiets were: also posted up 
on the fallen beams and rubble 
plies of the rulued villages and 
others were wiven to villagers 
whoa returned as the raiding 
party begcn wading back to their 
boats, four hours after landing. 


Plane Crashes, 
- Into 
Texas House 


New York, Aug, 14. 

A Navy jet fighter plane 
whose pilot hailed out after 
it enught fire crashed into 
a house at Grand Prairie, 
Texas, tonight, injuring two 
pervons. 

The pilot of the plane. was 
Marine Corps First Licut R. P. 
Stuart of Fighter Squadron VMF 
111, Hensley Field. He landed 
safely but suffered a slight in- 
jury while ejecting himself.

N American oxpert on Asian theatre 

has described Chinese opera in Hong- 
kong as “degenerated.” 

He is Mr Faubion Bowers, described in the 


flyleaf of his latest book 


“Theatre ‘in the East”," 


as a “teacher, soldier, traveller and writer who 
‘has spent the greatest part of the last 15 years in 


the Far East,” 


Mr Bowers was last in Hong- 
kong in 1955, 

He says in a chapter on 
Hongkong: The Colony has a 
considerable number of charms 
in Sts well-ordered, sensible 
way of life, . “Unforlunately 
theatre is not chief among 
them, 


Far Removed. 


‘| “Hongkong, with its strong In- 
fluence of the West, 1s a clear 
MMustration of the degeneration 
Chinese opera undergocs when it 
is go far removed from lts home 
and apex of perfection, 


“In essence the form ls the 
game. .,but a number of 
noveliics have permeated the 
art and removed jt considerably 
from its orlginal  characteris- 
lienlly Chinese atmosphere, 
These changes have cxtendca 
from Hongkong back to China 
itself, at .casy us far 4s Canton,” 

Mr Bowers said; "If you ask 
a Chinese the difference between 
the two forms ‘of opera, he will 
say without hesitation that . it 
Nes chiefly in the musie and 


scenery. 

“Music for Cuntonese opera, 
and especially as it Is seen in 
Hongkong, called  '¥cllow 
Music’ meaning that it !s mock-. 
classical and bears the same rc- 
lationship to the art ‘that the 
‘yclow press’ has to respectable 
journalism. 


Il Jaded- Tastes 


“It docs pay a measure of 
homage to the clnssics, but it 
injects a note of sentimentality 
and softness {nto cach arla, and 
often the tunes are even dance~ 
able in a Westernised ballroom 
way. 


"Every month or so, brand 
new music is composed to meet 
the jaded tastes of the 
modernised Chinese of Hong- 
kong and Canton, This ,., is... 
about as .rying and relentless 
for song writers there os it is 
for composers in Hollywood. 

"As for scenery and pro- 
perties the whol concep: is 
alien to classical Chinese opera. 

“In Hongkong, backdrops fly 
up and down—often Im the 
middie of o secne—showing 
everything from cas ie walls, to 
temples, {to palaces.
